USEFUL INSECTIOIDE& 

Some of tho Subitaunea naoommended by 
I'rof. A. J,>Coak. 

1 have found tjioau are tho arseniies, 
Lnndon-purplo and ^arls-groeii; iho 
kornscno and soap mixture (ono pint' 
of kerosono and cmo quart of soft 
soap, in' (nic-liaU poiiiid of whalo oil 
soap, sllrrod thoroughly till per- 
manently mixed) then add water so as 
lo^unko th« kerosene ono part to llf- 
len of wntor), and pyrcthrum. This 
call bo used as a powder; ono pint to] 
iwoiify of (lour, or opo tnblospoouful 
may ijc mixed with two gallons of 
watur. In tbo Inst uaso, it should bo 
thrown on the plants with violence no] 
ns to tonoh all the insects. White hel-, 
ieboro is a valuable lusactlclde, ospo-' 
cially ill liglitlngourrant slugs. Whalo 
oil soap is a good spoelflo in lighting 
many insects, like plant lire, rose 
slugs, etc. Tobacco smoke, for plant 
lico, and tobnooo decoction are 
admirable to destroy vermin on 
domestio animals, like lico and 
Ucks. Bisulphide of carbon is valuablo 
for destroying grain Insects in the bin. 
Perhaps the most genarnlly usi rui 
roniody against iuscsts do'siruciive 
to plants is good onltnre and a gen-i 
rrniis use of that best (ertilizor— barn- ! 
yard manure. 

I should advise homo-mndo Insectl-: 
cides or ratJier wolUknown liisoctlcldos [ 
in all eases. The put up patented 
iiiscclicides are usually somo well- 
known Inseotieide like arsenic^ with 
piasier, cto,, nif infinitum. Such sub- 
slanecs nro sold at an immense profit, I 
Pcisonall)', 1 have never known any' 
loss of life Iroiii iiisoctlcidos, cxc (pt j 
two cattle wliieli ate Parisgreon iiiid 
Hour which wero left uncovered In lha 
Hold. 1 liavo nolod many aceonnta In 
]iapers and all have been from eare- 
Ii ssncss like tho above, or else from 
liandiing poisons with bare hands 
wlien llierojyas somo soro or wound 
on. The liand. Carelessness, gross care- 
lessness wns tho destroyer in evory 
case I liavo read ol i have known of 
several tases whero concerted action 
Ikis acenied nearly to banish certain, 
anxious in;?eets like tlu? cnreiilio, jioach 
borer, curraiit borer, ola, —i'roj'. Cook,

A wind blowing al the rate of 40 miles 
an hour at a temperature of Si degrees 
will hajro a cooling offoct four times 
great as ono blowing only 10 mllos nn 
hour, besides tho more rapid current 
takes nwuy ns iiiuuli beat. Even li 
tight barns tlio cooling oll'ect of stroiij 
winds is very ooiialaerable, caus' 
ing an exeesslvo radiation of heat 
from every thing conlainod in 
tlicm.
